March 4, 1975 


Brewster Memorial Town Hall 10:00 A.M. 


Pursuant to the foregoing warrant, the Meeting was called to order at 10:00 
A.M. by the Moderator, Robert Varney. 


After reading Articles 1, 2, 18, and 20, a motion was made by Thomas A. 
O’Dowd, seconded by Don Guzman to refrain from reading the entire warrant until 
the evening meeting. Voice vote was in the affirmative and so declared by the 
moderator. Balloting took place from 10:11 A.M. to 6:00 P.M. at which time 
Thomas A. O’Dowd made the motion that the meeting adjourn, to reconvene at 
Kingswood Regional High School at 7:00 P.M. to consider the remaining articles 
contained in the warrant. Seconded by Don Guzman, and so carried. 


At 7:00 P.M. the meeting was called to order by Moderator, Robert Varney, at 
the Kingswood High School. A motion was made by Fred Brokaw, seconded by 
Robert Thurrell to refrain from reading of the entire warrant at this time, provided 
each Article is read in its entirety before being acted upon. Voice vote was in the af- 
firmative. 


At this time Moderator Robert Varney introduced the members of the gover- 
ning body with him on the stage: Rachael L. Jones, Town Clerk, Dr. Lawrence S. 
Toms, Raymond F. Pollini, and Paul R. Hatch, Selectmen, and Lillian Brookes, 
Chairman of the Budget Committee. 


ARTICLE 3. To vote to appropriate $100,000.00 in addition to the 
$1,500,000.00 appropriated under Article 3 of the Warrant for the 1974 Annual 
Town Meeting and the $200,000.00 appropriated under Article | of the Warrant for 
the May 29, 1974 Special Town Meeting, for the construction and equipping of a 
sewage treatment plant and to authorize the Selectmen to raise this appropriation by 
borrowing $100,000.00 under the Municipal Finance Act. (This Article approved by 
the Budget Committee.) A motion was made by Richard S. Clarke, seconded by 
Russell Chase, to adopt Article 3 as read. Discussion followed. Voice vote was in the 
affirmative, and so declared by the Moderator. Balloting began at 7:16 P.M., with 
the polls to remain open the required one hour, closing the balloting at 8:30 P.M. 
Counting of the ballots gave the following results: 455 ballots cast, 397 yes, 57 no, 
and | blank. 


ARTICLE 4. To vote to appropriate $2,464,000.00 in addition to the 
$1,200,000.00 appropriated under Article 4 of the Warrant for the 1974 Annual 
Town Meeting, for the acquisition of land and the construction thereon of ad- 
ditional tertiary facilities for the town’s sewerage systems and treatment works and 
to authorize the Selectmen to raise this appropriation by borrowing $2,464,000.00 
under the Municipal Finance Act. (This Article approved by the Budget Com- 
mittee.) A motion was made by Richard S. Clarke, seconded by Peter D. Brewitt to 
adopt Article 4 as read. Discussion followed. Voice vote was in the affirmative and 
so declared by the Moderator. Balloting began at 7:47 P.M. with the polls to remain 
open the required one hour, closing the balloting at 8:55 P.M. Counting of the 
ballots gave the following results: 472 ballots cast, 392 yes and 80 no.

ARTICLE 5._ To see if the Town will vote to authorize the withdrawal from 
the Revenue Sharing Fund established under the provisions of the State and Local 
Assistance Act of 1972 for the use as set-offs against budgeted appropriations for 
the following priority purposes and in amounts indicated or take any other action 
hereon: 


Appropriation - Sanitary Landfill, land acquisition, equipment pur- 
chase and operation, July | to December 31, 1975 - Amount $85,000.00. 


A motion was made by Dr. Lawrence S. Toms, seconded by Florence Metcalf, to 
adopt Article 5 as read. Dr. Lawrence S. Toms made a motion, seconded by Ray- 
mond F. Pollini to amend Article 5 as follows: under Appropriations, to read as 
follows: “‘Sanitary Landfill, land acquisition, equipment purchase and dump opera- 
tion, July |, to June 30, 1976.’ Discussion followed. Mr. Pollini explained the 
amendment was to keep the money available while changes by the State were pen- 
ding. Voice vote on the amendment was in the affirmative. Voice vote on Article 5 as 
amended could not be determined. A show of hands brought the following 
results: 288 yes and 126 no, and was declared a vote in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE 6. _ To see if the Town will vote to appropriate a sum of money for 
the purchasing of a Fire Truck for the Wolfeboro Fire Department, to determine 
whether such an appropriation shall be raised by borrowing or otherwise, or to take 
any other action relative thereto, not to exceed $60,000.00. (This Article approved 
by the Budget Committee) A motion was made by Leigh Turner, seconded by Fred 
Brokaw to adopt Article 6 as read. Discussion followed. Chief Kenniston explained 
the need for the new truck. Voice vote on Article 6 was in the affirmative and mo- 
tion carried. 


ARTICLE 7. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the withdrawal from 
the Revenue Sharing Fund established under the provisions of the State and Local 
Assistance Act of 1972 for use as set-offs against budgeted appropriations for the 
following priority purposes and in amounts indicated or take any other action 
hereon: 


APPROPRIATION AMOUNT 
Fire Department Truck $15,000.00 


(This Article approved by the Budget Committee) 


A motion was made by Dr. Lawrence S. Toms, seconded by Lillian Brookes to 
adopt Article 7 as read. Discussion followed. Voice vote on Article 7 was in the affir- 
mative and so declared by the Moderator. 


ARTICLE 8. To see if the Town will authorize the expenditure of $9,000.00 
principal and $2,762.06 interest for a total of $11,762.06 to be transferred from the 
Capital Reserve Fund for the following: 


a. Withdraw $11,762.06 to be applied towards the purchase of a new 
fire truck for the Wolfeboro Fire Department. (This Article approved 
by the Budget Committee) A motion was made by Peter Shulman, 
seconded by Willard Smith to adopt article 8 as read. Voice vote was in 
the affirmative and motion carried. 


ARTICLE 9. To see if the town will authorize the Board of Selectmen to sell 


the Wolfeboro Railroad Station, along with sufficient ground around all sides as 
needed to maintain the building, by sealed bids and authorize them to reject all bids 
and negotiate for the sale of said building should the highest bid, in their opinion, 
not meet with the best interest of the Town. The proceeds to be used towards 
renovating the old Fire Station on Lehner Street for a Community Center. A motion 
was made by Pearliss Copp, seconded by Donald Hallock to adopt Article 9 as read. 
Discussion followed. Lawrence Urda made a motion, seconded by Fred Brokaw to 
close debate on the question. The moderator announced that it takes a two thirds 
vote to pass. Voice vote was in the affirmative and so declared by the Moderator. 
Voice vote was then taken on Article 9, and was in the negative. Motion defeated. 


ARTICLE 10. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to 
designate the old Fire Station on Lehner Street as a Community Center to be used 
by the Wolfeboro Senior Citizens Club and other organizations as needed. And to 
see if the Town will vote to authorize the withdrawal from the Revenue Sharing 
Fund for the period of October Ist, 1974 to December 31, 1975, as established under 
the State and Local Assistance Act of 1972, a sum not to exceed $15,000.00 (Fifteen 
Thousand Dollars) for the renovation and maintenance of same. (Presented by Peti- 
tion) This Article not approved by the Budget Committee. A motion was made by 
Dr. Lawrence S. Toms, seconded by Mary Haupt to adopt Article 10 as read. 
Sharon Severy asked if we had used all our revenue sharing funds. The answer was 
yes. Discussion followed. A motion was made by George Walker, seconded by Paul 
Hatch to divide the Article as follows: Part 1, To see if the Town will vote to 
authorize the Selectmen to designate the old Fire Station on Lehner Street as a 
Community Center to be used by the Wolfeboro Senior Citizens Club and other 
organizations as needed. Part 2, To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
withdrawal from the Revenue Sharing Fund for the period of October Ist, 1974 to 
December 31, 1975, as established under the State and Local Assistance Act of 1972, 
a sum not to exceed $15,000.00 (Fifteen Thousand Dollars) for the renovation and 
maintenance of same. Voice vote was in the affirmative and the Moderator declared 
the Article divided. A motion was made to suspend debate on the first sentence. 
Voice vote for was unanimous. The Moderator then called for a vote on the first 
sentence of the Article. Voice vote was in the affirmative and so declared. A motion 
was made by George Walker and seconded by Peter Brewitt to suspend debate on 
the second part of Article 10. Voice vote was in the affirmative and debate was 
suspended. Voice vote on the adoption of the second portion of Article 10 was in the 
negative and declared defeated. 


ARTICLE 11. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the withdrawal from 
the Revenue Sharing Fund established under the provisions of the State and Local 
Assistance Act of 1972 for use as set-offs against budgeted appropriations for the 
following priority purposes and in amounts indicated or take any other action 
hereon:

Lehner Street $15,000.00 


A motion was made by Mary Haupt, seconded by Willard Smith to adopt Article 11 


as read. A motion was made by Paul Hatch, and seconded to close debate as the 
previous Article was defeated, therefore no need for this Article. Voice vote was un- 
animous to close debate. Voice vote on Article 11 was in the negative, and Article 11 
was defeated. 


ARTICLE 12. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to 
sponsor a taxi service for the Town of Wolfeboro by subsidizing a qualified driver 
with suitable car to an amount not to exceed $8,000.00 (eight thousand dollars). 
And to see if the Town will vote the withdrawal of said sum from the Revenue Shar- 
ing Fund of October Ist, 1974 to December 31st, 1975 as established by the State 
and Local Assistance Act of 1972. (Presented by Petition) (Not recommended by the 
Budget Committee) A motion was made by Richard S. Clarke, seconded by Herbert 
Van Blarcom to adopt Article 12 as read. A motion was made by Paul Hatch to 
table Article 12, seconded by Howard Bean. Voice vote was in the affirmative and so 
declared. / 


ARTICLE 13. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the withdrawal from 
the Revenue Sharing Fund established under the provisions of the State and Local 
Assistance Act of 1972 for use as set-offs against budgeted appropriations for the 
following priority purposes and in amounts indicated or take any other action 
hereon: 


APPROPRIATIONS AMOUNT 
Sponsor Taxi Service $8,000.00 


A motion was made by Donald Hallock, seconded by Theodore Newman to adopt 
Article 13 as read. A motion was made by Sharon Severy, seconded by Peter Brewitt 
to table Article 13. Voice vote was in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE 14. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $4,150.00 for the Wolfeboro Rescue Squad, the purpose will be to purchase a 
Hurst, “‘Haw of Life’’, Power Rescue Tool. (This Article not recommended by the 
Budget Committee). A motion was made by Pearliss Copp, seconded by Edward 
Ryan to adopt Article 14 as read. Discussion followed. Joseph Bradley, a member of 
the Rescue Squad opposed the purchase of the equipment. Voice vote was in the 
negative and Article 14 was defeated. 


ARTICLE 15. To see if the Town will vote to instruct the Selectmen to ap- 
point a Citizens Study Committee, to study the Municipal Electric Department, and 
submit a report to the Selectmen no later than November 1, 1975, containing 
recommendations relating to the more efficient operation of the Department or any 
other recommendations relative to future operations, retention, or disposition of the 
Municipal Electric Department. A motion was made by Paul Hatch, seconded by 
Pearliss Copp to adopt Article 15 as read. A motion was made by Rev. Knost, and 
seconded to amend Article 15 by striking the words “‘retention and disposition”’. 
Voice vote was in the negative, and the amendment declared defeated. Richard 
Clarke made a motion to amend Article 15 to read “said Committee shall include 
Herman Erickson, former Manager of the Department, at his option’. Discussion 
followed. Paul Hatch made a motion to close debate, seconded by Albert 
Wentworth. Voice vote on the amendment was in’the negative and amendment was 
defeated. Voice vote on Article 15 as it appears in the Warrant was in the affir- 
mative. Mr. Clarke appealed the voice vote. A show of hands gave the following 
vote: 199 yes, 177 no. Vote in the affirmative and so declared. 
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ARTICLE 16. To see if the Town will vote to approve the establishing of a 
‘“‘No Hunting District” in the area bordered by North Main Street, Sewall Road, 
and Forest Road. A motion was made by Calvin Flagg, seconded by C. Warren 
Brodrick, to adopt Article 16 as read. Raymond Tuttle made a motion to table Arti- 
cle 16, seconded. A decision could not be determined by voice vote. A show of hands 
resulted in 233 yes, 148 no. A two thirds vote was necessary, to table the motion. So 
the vote to table the motion was defeated. Discussion followed. A motion was made 
by Fred Brokaw, seconded by Pearliss Copp to suspend debate. Voice vote was in 
the affirmative. Voice vote on Article 16 as read was in the negative, and Article 16 
was defeated. 


ARTICLE 17. To see if the Town will authorize the Board of Selectmen to 
hire a “Code Enforcement Officer’, whose main duties will be to enforce the 
Building, Electric, and Plumbing Codes as approved at the 1974 Town Meeting. The 
sum of $8,000.00 is requested to initiate this function for the year 1975. (This Article 
not recommended by the Budget Committee.) A motion was made by John Ballard, 
seconded by David Dickinson to adopt Article 17 as read. Discussion followed. Paul 
Croteau made a motion to amend Article 17 to read as follows: To see if the 
Town would authorize the Board of Selectmen to expend a sum not to exceed 
$8,000.00 for a code enforcement program to enforce the Building, Electric and 
Plumbing Codes as approved at the 1974 Town Meeting. Seconded by John Met- 
calf. Voice vote on the amendment was in the affirmative. Paul Hatch made a mo- 
tion to adopt Article 17 as amended, seconded. Voice vote was in the affirmative 
and so declared. 


ARTICLE 18: 


AMENDMENT |. To see if the Town will vote to adopt Amendment No. | 
as proposed by the Planning Board for the Wolfeboro Planning and Zoning Or- 
dinance as follows: Amend Article VII, Section 7 to include sub-section i. ‘“Non- 
profit housing for the elderly in those portions of town served by town water and 
sewer by Special Exception by the Zoning Board of Adjustment with site review by 
the Planning Board.

AMENDMENT 7. To see if the Town will vote to adopt Amendment No. 7 
as proposed by the Planning Board for the Wolfeboro Planning and Zoning Or- 
dinance as follows: 


MULTI FAMILY DWELLINGS 
DEFINITIONS 


MULTI-FAMILY DWELLING: Any building or structure containing two or 
more dwelling units. 

DWELLING UNIT: One (1) or more rooms, including cooking facilities, and 
sanitary facilities in a dwelling structure, designed as a unit for occupancy by 
not more than one (1) family for living and sleeping purposes. 


Multi-Family Dwellings will be allowed in the general residence district only 
with the exception that they also be allowed in the shore front resort residence dis- 
trict provided they have a minimum 225 foot setback from the water. 


Maximum and Minimum Requirements: The total acreage, measured in square 
feet, exclusive of the surface of existing water bodies, wetlands, and exposed ledge, 
shall be no less than one acre per dwelling unit, provided however that no multi- 
family dwelling will contain more than four dwelling units. 


Permissible Structure: For the purpose of this section more than one multi- 
family dwelling will be allowed per lot. 


External Boundaries of Multi-Family Dwellings: External boundaries of multi- 
family dwellings shall have frontage on public or private road of no less than 150 
feet, shall have a front setback of no less than 100 feet, shall have side setback of no 
less than 100 feet, and shall have rear setback of no less than 100 feet. The front yard 
shall not be used for parking. No parking shall be located within 50 feet of side or 
rear boundary. 


Site Plan Specifications: Application for multi-family dwellings shall require the 
submission of a site development plan to the Planning Board: said plan or plans as 


submitted to the Planning Board are required to show all structures, roadways, 
pathways, parking areas, recreation areas, utility and exterior lighting installations 
and landscaping on the site, all existing structures and usages within 200 feet of the 
site boundaries, and other elements as may be deemed essential by the Planning 
Board before a building permit may be issued. Before approving the site plan, the 
Planning Board shall make findings with respect to the follows: 


a. Traffic Access. All proposed site traffic access ways are adequate, but not ex- 
cessive in number, adequate in grade, width, alignment and visibility, and not 
located too near street corners, entrances to schools or places of public assembly 
and other similar considerations. 


b. Circulation and Parking. That the interior traffic circulation system is ade- 
quate and that all required parking spaces are provided and are easily accessible. 


c. Disposition of Usable Open Space. That in accordance with the spirit and 
intent of this ordinance, wherever possible, usable open space is disposed of in such 
a way as to insure the safety and welfare of residents and enhance the aesthetic 
appearance of the development. 


d. Arrangement of Buildings: That adequate provision has been made for light, 
air, access, and privacy in the arrangement of the buildings to each other. Each 
dwelling unit shall have a minimum of one exterior exposure. Laundry facilities, in- 
cluding washing machines and clothes dryers, may be required on the premises for 
use by all occupants of the premises. 


e. Proper Landscaping. That the proposed site is properly landscaped, the pur- 
pose of which is to further enhance the natural qualities of the land. Where adjacent 
land use dictates, proper screening and buffer zones shall be required. 


f. Certificate of Occupancy. No certificate of occupancy shall be issued for any 
such building or buildings, unless the same conforms in all respects to such site plan 
and unless all facilities included in the site plan have been in accordance with said 
site plan. 


If a hardship exists, application may be made to the Planning Board for waiver 
of such discrepancies from the site plan as may have occurred during the construc- 
tion. 


Supplemental Controls. 

In reviewing the proposed site plan for one or more multi-family structures, the 
Planning Board and the Board of Adjustment will be guided by this ordinance, Sub- 
Division Rules and Regulations and the following regulations: 


Distance Between Buildings and Driveways. 

a. No driveway or parking lot shall be closer than twenty-five (25) feet to the front 
of any building nor ten (10) feet to the side or rear of any building. 

b. In the case of an enclosed garage or carport provided as an extension to or por- 
tion of the main structure, distance requirements for driveways providing access 
to these accommodations shall not apply. 

c. All driveways and parking areas shall be developed in accordance with subdivi- 
sion regulations. 


Recreation Space. 

There shall be provided on the site of such development an area or areas devoted to 
the joint recreational use of the residents thereof. Each such recreation space shall 
be developed with passive and active recreation facilities. 


Offstreet Parking Spaces. 

There shall be provided on the site of such development an area or areas devoted to 
the storage of automobiles. Two parking spaces shall be provided for each dwelling 
unit on the site. Parking areas shall conform to the specifications of Article Va, 
Location, Layout and Design of Off-Street Parking Spaces, of the Zoning Or- 
dinance and shall have direct access to a driveway or a street. An additional area 
may be required for the storage of boats, trailers, and recreational vehicles. 


Landscaping. 
Proper landscaping shall be provided. Landscape treatment shall consist of ground 
cover, trees and shrubs as appropriate to the character of the area as well as careful- 
ly designed hard surface and paved areas for paths and points of maximum concen- 
tration of use. 


Conversions. 

Conversions of existing residential buildings into not more than four (4) dwelling 
units is allowed as a special exception except in the shore front resident district 
provided parking requirements are met and that the structure was in existence prior 


to April 1, 1974. Where a home occupation exists within the existing residential 
building no more than three (3) dwelling units shall be permitted.

AMENDMENT 9._ To see if the Town will vote to adopt Amendment No. 9 
as proposed by the Planning Board for the Wolfeboro Planning and Zoning Or- 
dinance as follows: Amend Article I to include Section 7, Historic District, Amend 
Article II to include Section 7, Historic District, which will establish, lay out, and 
define the described district as an Historic District, compatibly with and pursuant to 
RSA 31:89-a et seq. as amended. 


Beginning at Clark’s Point; thence easterly to a point 200 feet southeast 
of the centerline of Clark Road; thence northeasterly by a line parallel 
to and 200 feet distant southeasterly from the centerline of Clark Road 
to Goodrich Road; thence southeasterly by Goodrich Road to the back 
lot line of lots southeast and adjoining East Clark Road; thence by the 
said back lot line to the centerline of South Main Street, including land 
now or formerly of Janet B. Douglas; thence northwesterly by the 
centerline of South Main Street 350 feet plus or minus; thence 
northeasterly by the land of Huggins Hospital 500 feet; thence 
northwesterly and westerly by a line parallel to and 500 feet distant 
from the centerline of South Main Street to Smith River; thence cross- 


ing Smith River at a point 500 feet from the centerline of Main Street 
Bridge; thence westerly and northwesterly by a line parallel to and 500 
feet distant from the centerline of North Main Street to land of 
Lakeview Cemetery, so called; thence south westerly by land of said 
Lakeview Cemetery to the centerline of North Main Street; thence 
southwesterly by a line perpendicular to the centerline of North Main 
Street for a distance of 500 feet; thence southeasterly by a line parallel 
to and 500 feet distant from the centerline of North Main Street to a 
point 200 feet northwesterly of the centerline of Sewall Road; thence 
southerly by a line parallel to and 200 feet distant from the centerline of 
Sewall Road to a point 1000 feet northwesterly of Sewall Point; thence 
southeasterly to Sewall Point; thence northerly, easterly, and southerly 
by the shore of Lake Winnipesaukee to the point of beginning. 


and amend Article VI by the addition of Section 7 to regulate the construction, 
alteration, repair, moving, demolition or use of structures and places therein: 
7. In the Historic District: 

a. Any use permitted (including by special exception) in a district lying in 
whole or in part within the Historic District shall be permitted in such dis- 
trict within the Historic District except that therein no building or structure 
shall be constructed, reconstructed, altered, repaired, moved or demolished, 
or its use altered, and no place or the use thereof altered unless upon 
application in writing a certificate of approval shall be have been issued 
therefor by the Wolfeboro Historic District Commission pursuant to and as 
provided by RSA 31:89-e and following, as amended. However, nothing 
herein shall be construed to prevent the ordinary maintenance or repair of 
any building, structure, or place within the Historic District so long as the 
same does not involve a change in the appearance thereof nor to prevent the 
construction, reconstruction, restoration, alteration, moving, demolition or 
change in use of any building, structure, or place therein which the building 
inspector or other duly authorized authority shall certify is required for 
public safety by reason of any unsafe or dangerous condition.

ARTICLE 15. WHEREAS, certain areas of Wolfeboro are subject to periodic 
flooding from Streams, Rivers and Lakes, causing serious damage to properties 
within these areas, and 


WHEREAS, relief is available in the form of Federally subsidized flood insurance 
as authorized by the National Flood Insurance Act of 1968; and 


WHEREAS, it is the intent of this Town Meeting to require the recognition and 
evaluation of flood hazards in all official actions relating to land use in the 
floodplain areas having special flood hazards; and 


WHEREAS, this body has the legal authority to adopt land use and control 
measures to reduce future flood losses pursuant to New Hampshire RSA Chapter 
31, 36, 156, and 156A. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, THAT this Town Meeting hereby: 


1. Assures the Federal Insurance Administration that it intends to enact and main- 
tain in force for those areas having defined flood hazards, adequate land use and 
control measures with effective enforcement provisions consistent with the Criteria 
set forth in Section 1910 of the National Flood Insurance Program Regulations; and 


2. Vests (the Planning Board or Town Manager or other duly authorized 
Municipal Officer) with the responsibility, authority, and means to: 


(a) Delineate or assist the Administrator, at his request, in delineating the 
limits of the areas having special flood hazards on available local maps of sufficient 
scale to identify the location of building sites. 
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(b) Provide such information as the Administrator may request concerning 
present uses and occupancy of the floodplain. 


(c) Cooperate with Federal, state, and local agencies and private firms which 
undertake to study, survey, map, and identify floodplain areas, and cooperate with 
neighboring communities with respect to management of adjoining floodplains in 
order to prevent aggravation of existing hazards. 


(d) Submit on the anniversary date of the community’s initial eligibility an an- 
nual report to the Administrator on the progress made during the past year within 
the community in the development and implementation of floodplain management 
measures. 


3. Appoints the Building Permit Officer (Board of Selectmen or Building Inspec- 
tor) to maintain for public inspection and to furnish upon request a record of 
elevations (in relation to mean sea level) of the lowest floor (including basement) of 
all new or substantially improved structures located in the special flood hazard 
areas. If the lowest floor is below grade on one or more sides, the elevation of the 
floor immediately above must also be recorded. 


4. Intends to take such other official action within its powers as may be reasonably 
necessary to carry out the objectives of the program. 


ARTICLE 16. WHEREAS, the Town of Wolfeboro has adopted and is enforcing 
Building Regulations and Subdivision Regulations; and 


WHEREAS, Section of the Building Regulations prohibits any person, firm, or 
corporation from erecting, constructing, enlarging, altering, repairing, improving, 
moving or demolishing any building or structure without first obtaining a separate 
building permit for each building or structure from the Building Inspector; and 


WHEREAS, the Building Inspector must examine all plans and specifications for 
the proposed construction when application is made to him for a building permit. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ENACTED by the Town Meeting of Wolfeboro as 
follows: 


|. That the Planning Board amend their Subdivision Regulations pertaining to the 
flood hazard area to assure that (1) all such proposals are consistent with the need to 
minimize flood damge, (ii) all public utilities and facilities, such as sewer, gas, elec- 
trical, and water systems are located, elevated and constructed to minimize or 
eliminate flood damage, and (iii) adequate drainage is provided so as to reduce ex- 
posure to flood hazards; and | 


2. Require that new or replacement water supply systems and/or sanitary sewage 
systems be designed to minimize or eliminate infiltration of flood waters into the 
systems and discharges from the systems into flood waters, and require on-site waste 
disposal systems to be located so as to avoid impairment of them or contamination 
from them during flooding pursuant to N.H. RSA 36:21. 


To see if the Town will, pursuant to RSA 31:89-c, create an historic 
district commission of 5 to 7 members to be appointed by the Selectmen in accor- 
dance with the provisions of RSA 31:89-d, such commission to organize, function, 
and have the powers and duties as provided in RSA 31:89-e and f, but subject to the 
provisions of RSA 31:89-g. (By Petition) 
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ARTICLE 18. To see if the voters of Wolfeboro will adopt the provisions of 
Chapter 60, New Hampshire Revised Statutes Annotated, allowing for absentee 
voting. (Presented by Petition) 


ARTICLE 19. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to sell and 
convey a narrow strip of Town Land, located at the rear of the Wolfeboro Shopping 
Center, comprising approximately 3/10th of an acre, for $3,500.00. (This Article 
recommended by the Selectmen) 


ARTICLE 20. To see if the Town will establish a Contingency Fund of $10,000.00 
to meet the cost of expenses not anticipated that may arise during the year. A detail- 
ed report of all expenditures from the Contingency Fund shall be made by the 
Selectmen and published with the Town Report. (This Article Recommended by the 
Budget Committee) 


ARTICLE 21. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to apply 
for, receive and contract for and accept from, to spend any and all money made 
available to the Town by any State or Federal Agency. 


ARTICLE 22. To see if the Town will vote to sell to the Harriman Hale Post #18 
of the American Legion, the Tobin Property, so-called, on Park Avenue. 


ARTICLE 23. To see if the Town will adopt under RSA 72:63 an exemption from 
the property tax for persons owning real property which is equipped with a solar 
energy heating or cooling system. 


ARTICLE 24. And to conduct such other business that may legally come before 
the meeting.

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BUDGET COMMITTEE’S REPORT 


While there were fewer major items to be considered for 1976, such as the Sewer 
Treatment project which is now well underway and financed, an unusual amount of 
controversy has arisen around the establishment of wages and merits the following 
explantation. 


The U.S. Labor Department Cost of Living Index was set at 7.8%. In the in- 
terest of conserving the tax dollar while attempting to award some sort of increase to 
all employees, the Committee voted a top increase of 6% as a guideline in deter- 
mining wages. It was then voted that all hourly wage employees would receive an 
across the board increase of 4%. And the consideration of wage increases for the 
“salaried” employees resulted as follows: 


Police Chief 2% = Base of $10,605.92 plus longevity of $624.00 ** 
Fire Chief 2% = Base of $10,309.98 plus longevity of $624.00 
Lt. Detective 4% = Base of $10,454.50 plus longevity of $208.00 ** 
Water & Sewer 6% = Base of $10,001.16 plus longevity of $832.00 


Superintendent (in order to bring this position into line with similar positions, the 
present Superintendent having been employed in this position 
since 1961 and being paid in 1975 a base of $9,435.00) 


Director of Recreation a flat increase of $500.00 making a total of $6,116.00, 
which was requested by the Director in anticipation of increased duties and respon- 
sibilities with the completion of the Back Bay Playground Area. 


Highway Foreman established as ‘‘salaried”’ for 1976 (based on a combination 
of his base pay and overtime earned in 1975) in the base amount of $11,272.00 plus 
longevity of $728.00 for a total of $12,000.00 and eliminating the overtime factor for 
the future. (No “‘salaried” employees are paid for overtime). 


Electric Department Line Foreman established as “‘salaried”’ for 1976 (based on a 
combination of his base pay and overtime earned in 1975) in the amount of 
$13,000.00 plus longevity of $724.00 in the total amount of $13,724.00 and 
eliminating the overtime factor. 


The Codes Officer having been hired in the Fall of 1975 was given no increase, 
his wages remain for 1976 at $10,400.00. 


Sewer Treatment Plant Operator, a new position to begin in 1976, was es- 
tablished at the request of the Selectmen at $12,480.00. 


** Requested by the Police Commission as follows: 
Chief of Police Increase from $211.96 to $288.46 weekly 
Lt. Detective Increase from $197.32 to $226.00 weekly 


At the time this report is being written the Fire Department and Police Depart- 
ment intend to take their budget to the Town Meeting for consideration there in the 
hope of obtaining a more substantial raise in their wage scales. 


BACK BAY PLAYGROUND AREA — $17,881.00. This amount to match funds 
with an equal amount to be supplied by the Bureau of Outdoor Recreation for 
Bleachers, Tennis court Lighting, Wind Screen and Small Building. 
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TOWN CONSTRUCTION & PARKING — mainly represents $22,015.79 from 
the Highway Refund to rebuild School and Union Streets, $26,410.00 from TRA 
(available from the State for 3 years) for Waumbeck Road Construction, and 
$12,000.00 to finish work on Forest Road from Beach to Cove. 


The Capital Budget Program Committee is still at work studying the status of 
equipment operated in the various departments and making a plan for gradually 
replacing equipment as needed. In 1976 the new grader will be purchased using the 
$25,000.00 set aside last year in the Capital Reserve Fund as recommended by this 
Committee and an additional $25,000.00 via a 1976 appropriation. 


It is to be noted that the budget figures and recommendation as presented 
reflect majority opinion. In some instances dissent over an item or the philosophy 
that led to that item have been duly recognized and so entered in the minutes.

SELECTMEN’S PROGRESS REPORT 
1975 


Progress in 1975 is notable in several areas and will have far-reaching future 
effects for the citizens of Wolfeboro. One area in particular is the near completed 
primary and secondary sewer treatment plant. Acceptance of this project has in- 
itiated the tertiary treatment facility. The spray irrigation project has been bid and 
the necessary land is being acquired. An inflow-infiltration evaluation study has 
been authorized for the sewer system, the results of which will be the subject at 
Town Meeting action in 1977. The proposed operating expenses necessitated the 
revision of the sewer rates, taking effect in early 1976. 


Another specific area of significant progress is the Back Bay area, which was 
dedicated in the memory of Guy L. Foss and is named in his honor. The tennis 
courts were constructed, lights installed for the Little League Field and fencing plac- 
ed around the back stop. The Board accepted a drainage study report authorized by 
the 1975 Town Meeting. The Board of Selectmen are continuing this project and 
have every confidence that this area will be the focus of private commercial 
endeavor in the near future. 


The following actions of diverse nature are of particular note, most of which 
are the results of the 1975 Town Meeting action. 


Dennis J. Lafoe was appointed as Codes Enforcement Officer. 


The Fuller property was acquired. Lehner Street was paved and completed. A 
portion of Forest Road was rebuilt. Mack Trucks were authorized to provide a 
pumper-tank truck for the Fire Department. The Board authorized the Town 
Manager to take part in the CETA Program and currently seven people are 
employed under this program. The Board has instituted a procedural study of the 
Town accounting which is presently in progress. 


The Municipal Electric Department has shown a modest profit for the first time 
in history. The Board authorized further line rebuilding in South Wolfeboro, and 
the installation of capacitors to stabilize system wide line loss. The Department, 
with other small utilities, instituted legal action to postpone proposed wholesale rate 
increases by the Public Service Company of New Hampshire. 


The Board of Selectmen would like to acknowledge the cooperation of Guy 
Krapp, Town Manager, and all Town employees for without which, progress in any 
direction would be minimal.

REPORT OF THE 
CODE ENFORCEMENT OFFICER 


To the Board of Selectmen, Town Manager and Residents of the Town of 
Wolfeboro: 


Since September 15, 1975, the Town has had an active code enforcement 
program. In order to have this program work effectively, we need to have the sup- 
port, cooperation and understanding of the Townspeople. We also need interested 
persons willing to serve on the various Boards associated with this Department. 


Using these prerequisites alone, we should have a very successful year ahead as 
I have observed a rare interest and enthusiasm in this program thus far. 


Another important segment of an effective code enforcement program is the 
licensing of tradesmen. At the time of this writing, there are two ordinances being 
readied to submit to the Selectmen for their approval. One of these ordinances is for 
the licensing of electricians and the other for licensing of plumbers. Once these 
proposed ordinances are approved and accepted, another phase of the program 
begins. 


Still another, and probably the most important segment of an effective program 
is the acceptance, understanding and cooperation of the persons directly involved in 
doing the building, plumbing and wiring in the Town. I have found that many 
tradesmen are attending various courses to gain further insight into the program. 
This is an excellent sign of their willingness to cooperate and learn. Again, I say 
receiving this cooperation is a very necessary part of the program and obviously it 
certainly appears as though it will work. 


Since taking this position, I have attended two review courses in Laconia. These 
were seminars on the National Building Code and National Electrical Code. I have 
found these courses to be a great asset to me in the performance of my duties. Also, I 
have been present at several State policy making meetings in Concord. I plan to at- 
tend more of these meetings in the future as well as attend a B.O.C.A. Code Seminar 
in Auburn, Maine, early February, and an Inspectors Certification Seminar at the 
University of Massachusetts in late October. These courses are an essential part of 
_ my job because new laws, codes and methods are being adopted every day. 


From September 15, through December 31, 1975, there were 123 inspections 
made by this Department and one dwelling was ordered vacated and condemned. 


There were a total of sixty-one (61) permits issued by this office. A breakdown, 
as reported to the U.S. Bureau of Census, is as follows:

REPORT OF HEALTH OFFICER 
1975 


The year of 1974 was essentially a healthy one. We had a few cases of influenza, 
some scattered cases of German Measles, but nothing suggestive of any mild 
epidemics. Since the state law requires immunization of all school children against 
measles, German Measles, diphtheria, whooping cough, and tetanus as well as polio 
and tests for tuberculosis, these one-time common children’s diseases have nearly 
disappeared. Most infants are being immunized against mumps at the age of a year 
as a routine measure by their physicians. The only disease without prevention is 
chicken pox. 


Scattered cases of venereal disease have been reported. 


The community was saddened by the death of Francis J.C. Dube of Center 
Ossipee. Dr. Dube has been the anesthetist at Huggins Hospital for many years as 
well as the physican for the Ossipee area. Huggins Hospital has been most fortunate 
to obtain the services of Dr. Philip Ellis of Laconia who has taken over the position 
of anesthetist. 


As always, discussion of the health situation in Wolfeboro and vicinity would 
not be complete without giving very deserved appreciation to our Public Health per- 
sonnel, to our Rescue Squad, to the Ambulance Service, to the Carroll County Men- 
tal Health Service, to the Meals on Wheels, and to the personnel of the Blood Bank.

REPORT OF THE 
WOLFEBORO HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT 
1975 


This report is dedicated to the memory of a loyal and trusted employee, Harlan 
Glidden, whose sudden death on January 27th left the department with a deep sense 
of loss and sadness. His cheerfulness and dedication will long be remembered, and 
he will be greatly missed, not only by his family but by his many friends and fellow 
employees. 


The two major projects for the year were the completion of Lehner St. and an 
improvement project on Forest Rd. 


Lehner St. was completed from the old fire station to Glendon St. This project 
was started on April 10th and final landscaping was done on May 23rd. 


The Forrest Road improvement project from Camp Wyanoke to Johnson Cove 
was started on May 6th when the ditches were lowered and the old pavement broken 
up. Twelve inches of bank run gravel and three inches of crushed gravel were 
applied, followed by a penetration coat of tar. A sealer coat of tar was applied on 
July 31st to complete the project. 


Berrywood Drive, Jimminy Drive, Partridge Drive, and Chipmunk Lane were 
accepted by the town, adding seven tenths of a mile to the town road system. 


The following projects were also completed by the department during the year: 


1. Trotting Track Road was widened and graveled, also a portion of the 
Highland Road. 


The Chick Road at North Wolfeboro was graveled. 


3. Six hundred feet of culvert was installed and ditches cleaned at the follow- 
ing locations: College Road, Port Wedeln, Highland Road, Anagance 
Lane, Pleasant Valley Road, Trotting Track Road, Crescent Lake Avenue, 
Bryant Road, Cotton Valley Road, Filter Bed Road, Canopache Road, 
Sewall Road, Varney Road, Bay Street, Stoneham Road, Dallas Road, 
Hardie Hill, Haines Hill Road, Pork Hill Road, and Forest Road. 

4. A sealer coat of tar was applied at the following locations: Keewaydin 
Road, Libby Street, Varney Road, Bay Street, Sewall Road, Cotton Valley 
Road, Stoneham Road, Pork Hill Road, Cricket Hill Road, Forest Road, 
and Back Bay parking lot.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 
WATER DEPARTMENT - 1975 


The main line water meter reading registered higher this year than last due to 
three major leaks, flushing more lines, and having had less trouble with the meter 
itself. The total water that registered through this meter for 1975 was 165,980,000 
gallons. The average gallons per day were 452,000, with the average gallons per 
minute being 314 gallons. The two months of July and August were the biggest 
months for usage registering over 18,000,000 gallons per month. 


The 10” water main which was installed from the chlorinator to the North 
Main Street tank, was turned on in the early part of May. The static pressure on this 
line is one hundred pounds, but due to the overflow level in the tank the altitude 
valve is set for twenty-four pounds to prevent the water from overflowing. With the 
old system, if the pressure reached above twenty-four pounds, it built pressure in the 
lines without causing any damage. The new line is connected so the tank level sets 
the main pressure, since the working pressure of the 10” line would be a disaster to 
the mains beyond the tank area. 


The State of New Hampshire Water Supply & Pollution Control Commission 
made extensive tests on our water supply from Beech Pond and the mains testing for 
odor, color and taste. All of the reports received from that Department were 
favorable. Therefore, it can be expected that some odor, color and distaste can be 
found in the water, since it comes from an open water supply and mains that have 
been in existence for eighty-seven years. 


The water is tested at least once each month for bacteria and approximately 
four times a year for a complete chemical analysis. The red phone was only used 
once this year which turned out to be a sample I took myself and somehow in the 
process the bottle was contaminated, as tests were taken by the State the following 
day from the same locations and tested alright. All other samples for the year were 
tested to be alright. 


Two of the bad water main breaks were on what the Department calls the ‘wild 
line’’, areas where the transmission lines leave the road and run through back yards 
or woods. Both of these breaks required this Department to hire outside heavy 
equipment to assist in removing the fill that had been placed in this area. One of the 
breaks occurred on the 6” water main off Beech Pond Road and the other one oc- 
curred on the 8”? water main off the Pine Hill Road. 


Another break occurred on the 6” water main, when it split after being con- 
nected to a tee on Mill Street. Some of this pipe was installed in 1889. 


This Department started laying the 6” water main on Waumbec Road, replac- 
ing the 1'4”’ galvanized pipe, for the new road construction. There is a considerable 
amount of ledge that has to be dynamited before it is completed. It is anticipated 
that completion will be forthcoming in the Spring of 1976. 


The Department doesn’t have any major projects planned for the year 1976.

2 Repairs to hydrants. 
2 New hydrants, one on Waumbeck Road and one at Old Mill Estates. 
| Hydrant rebuilt on Whitten Neck Road. 


Water mains replaced: 
378 feet of 14” galvanized pipe (surface) on Pine Street Extension. 
1,188 feet of 1%” galvanized pipe with 6” cast iron cement lined pipe on Waumbeck 
Road. 


Water mains installed by others: 

700 feet of 6” ductile iron cement lined pipe at the Ruotolo development. 
200 feet of 24” cast iron cement lined pipe at the Ruotolo development. 
774 feet of 6” cast iron cement lined pipe at Old Mill Estates. 

100 feet of 6” cast iron cement lined pipe at Cricket Hill Estates. 


The meter testing program has yet to get started since the man who works on 
the meters also read them, which takes approximately three months of the year in- 
stalling meters, replacing them, construction and handling other Department 
problems. Any water meters in question or at the customer’s request are cleaned and 
tested as soon as possible. 


This Department worked with the Highway Department completing the 
Lehner Street construction. 


I wish to thank all of the other Town Departments and contractors for their 
cooperation this past year.

DEPARTMENT 
SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 
SEWER DEPARTMENT —- 1975 


The new sewage treatment plant should be in operation by early Spring. The 
contractor has had many problems getting equipment delivered this past year. There 
will only be the primary and secondary treatment facilities in use in 1976. The ter- 
tiary treatment will not be completed for at least another year. 


Final sewer construction for this Department was completed on Lehner Street 
this year. The Department now has all new sewer mains and all but two (2) new 
manholes on this street. 


People with drains or sump pumps connected to the sanitary sewer system 
should make plans to remove them as they are not legal and in the near future crews 
will be out to check for such violations. These drains and pumps are one of the 
reasons why the new sewer rate is so high, as it costs money to pump and treat such 
a high volume of water that would be harmless if it were not piped into the sanitary 
sewer. This is not to say that the rates will go down when they are removed, but 
would prolong increases. Anyone not sure about a drain could contact this Depart- 
ment and a crew will check it for you. 


We received the new switch for Lehner Street lift station, but it was incomplete. 
At this time, we haven’t received the remaining parts. Therefore, the installation has 
not been completed. 


The Department had no new service construction as there is still a moratorium 
in effect from the State on new sewer connections, which will not be lifted until the 
new sewage treatment plant is in operation.

1975 


Herewith the report of the Wolfeboro Police Department for the year 1975 and 
comparisons with the year 1974. Included are the annual budget, the activities for 
the year and the Chief's report. 


COURT CASES FOR 1975 


Adult cases 367 - increase of 64% over the year 1974 
Juvenile cases 56 - increase of 82% over the year 1974 
Total cases 423 - increase of 69% over the year 1974 
DWI cases 37 - increase of 23% over the year 1974 
Drug cases 64 - increase of 611% over the year 1974 


Although there appeared to be a general increase in crime throughout the coun- 
try, much of our increase in court cases can be attributed to a full complement of 
men in 1975, while we were short two men for several weeks during 1974. This was 
brought about by resignations of two men and the necessity of sending Officer 
Crowell to the Police Training Academy for a period of six weeks. Officer Simpson 
because of fifteen years experience as a police officer was certified by the training 
board. 


In addition to this six weeks of schooling for Officer Crowell, all of the depart- 
ment attended a school sponsored by this department for a period of eight weeks 
and held at the Public Safety Building. This school was organized and run by Lieute- 
nant Stanley Stevens of this department, who invited many of the speakers from 
other departments, both local and state as well as Judge George W. Walker and 
Judge Robert Varney of the Wolfeboro District Court and County Attorney Fred 
Cox. Sergeant George Moody attended a school for Line Supervisors which was 
held at the training institute in Concord for a period of one week. Lieutenant 
Stevens and Special Officer and breathalyzer technician Alan Severy attended 
classes at St. Anselm’s college in Concord as well as Durham and Lincoln. These 
two men are well on their way to their degrees in law enforcement. Many other one 
day seminars were attended by various members of the department. These seminars 
are sponsored by the law enforcement training council and are of extreme impor- 
tance. 

The department again participated in the Christmas program with much 
success and only because the large number of donors gave unstintingly of their time 
and money. We wish to thank all who participated in this program with us. 


The department wishes to extend their thanks to all those who made our work 
more agreeable and meaningful throughout the year, especially to the town 
employees with whom we work so closely. These people are truly dedicated to the 
best interests of Wolfeboro and it has been a pleasure to work with them.

PARKS AND RECREATION DEPARTMENT 
1975 


As I begin to write this report for 1975, I realized that the arrival of 
1976 marks the 10th year since I first started working with the Recrea- 
tion Department as Manager of Abenaki Ski Area. 


With this thought, I began to recall the many changes and growth in the 
various programs that have occurred in the past 10 years. 


Abenaki had a very good year — with skiing right up to April 18, 1975. 


Abenaki Ski Area has had many innovations since 1966. We have established a 
Ski Patrol under the National Ski Patrol System with never less than 8 members and 
this year we have 13. In 1975, we again held the American Red Cross Course at 
Abenaki for our Ski Patrol. It was a compulsory course to cover First Aid, Winter 
First Aid and CPR. Our instructors included Gordon Wright and Joe Bradley. Cal 
Flagg lectured on X-rays. Everyone passed the examination. 


In 1968 we did away with the 2 “‘back-houses”’ and added a one-car garage to 
the side of the base lodge and converted it into a First Aid Station and installed 2 
toilets with electric heat. 


In 1970, there was added a 30 meter ski jump, a memorial to Carroll Franklin 
Hersey, Master Gunnery Sergeant of the U.S. Marine Corps, and son of Mr. and 
Mrs. Carroll F. Hersey who own the property on which Abenaki is located. Their 
generosity over the years has made possible the whole Abenaki Ski Program. 


6 floodlights have been added on the main slope. We have widened the trail 
from 8 feet to about 40 feet in some places. A new trail is in the plans for the near 
future. 


The beginners slope built in 1970 is ideal for teaching. 


The motor was replaced 4 years ago. This year the rear end had to be complete- 
ly rebuilt along with the axle. The axle for the drive wheels is so old that parts can no 
longer be found and had to be made. (I’m looking for replacement parts.) 


Abenaki continues to cooperate with the high school program of ski meets and 
jumping competition. 


The Lions Club held the Old Timer Olympics at Abenaki during their Winter 
Carnival. 


The Nordic Ski enthusiasts have worked very hard developing new trails in the 
vicinity of Abenaki and it is now possible to start more of the tours from Abenaki. 
As a Safety factor, we have a register for cross country skiers to sign out and in for 
the trails. 


A new plan for skating was tried in December of 1975. Two rinks were set up. 
One on the Brewster Soccer Field and the other in the parking lot in Back Bay Area. 
The one at Back Bay was going to be just for recreation skating and the rink at 
Brewster field was for hockey. As it turned out, the rink at Brewster was not com- 
pleted and one man just didn’t have time to plow and flood both rinks. Consequent- 
ly the only rink that is in good condition is the one at Back Bay. A schedule for the 
one rink was set up to satisfy as many needs as possible. 
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Brewster Academy continued in 1975 to assist the Town in its need for use of 
their gymnasium for the Wolfeboro Youth Basketball League (started in 1972) on 
Tuesday and Thursday nights. 


We still have 5 basketball teams, made up of boys from the 4th, Sth and 6th 
grades. I want to thank Dennis Bean for the constant help, time and effort he puts 
into the Basketball Program. He has been doing this from the beginning. I want to 
thank all of the coaches, referees and timekeepers, and of course, a great deal of 
thanks to the sponsors: Hart Motor, WASR Radio Station, Wolfeboro Oil Com- 
pany, North Conway Lumber and Diamond International. Congratulations to all of 
the players for their fine team spirit, effort and sportsmanship. 


Both Carry Beach and Brewster Beach were upgraded this year. People who 
have visited Brewster Beach will notice the new raft and diving board. The 
lifeguards can be distinguished in the crowd by their trunks. 


Plans for the future enlargement of the parking lot at Brewster Beach are being 
made in hope of alleviating the congested situation. 


The lifeguards at Brewster Beach were Mike Murray and Howie Pride. 
Assisting them in swimming instructions was volunteer Juanita O’Grady. I want to 
give a great deal of praise and credit to these young people for the great work they 
did with Brewster Beach. 


The Parks & Recreation Department initiated and organized a swimming team 
this year and participated in meets with other swim teams from nearby towns. The 
coaches were Howie Pride and Mike Murray. With one season under our belt, we 
will be able to start early in 1976 to form a tight team to participate in this program. 
The meets will have to be held away because we don’t have the proper place and 
equipment for this event - yet. Trophies will be awarded this year in meets that will 
be hosted by Wolfeboro Parks & Recreation. 


The 1975 Wolfeboro Junior Tennis Program membership was 114. The Adult 
Tennis Program was organized with 34 members. Brewster Academy Tennis Courts 
were rented by the Town and used for both programs. Classes were held Monday 
through Friday from 9:00 A.M. to 12 Noon. The Junior Tennis Program met on 
Monday, Wednesday and Friday and the Adults on Tuesday and Thursday. 


Brewster Academy made their Soccer equipment and field available to the 
Recreation Department this past summer. Conrad and Brede Klefos were the 
coaches for the soccer program. Plans are underway for a similar program in 1976. 


In a dedication ceremony held on July 13, 1975 the Back Bay Playground Area 
was named in honor of Guy L. Foss, our former Fire Chief, and will now be known 
as the Guy L. Foss Memorial Playground. 


The Foss Playground contains (1) a Little League ballfield, (2) Tots play area 
with slides, swings, riding toys and climbing equipment, (3) Basketball courts with 
one official size court, a junior court and 6 practice baskets, as well as (4) an area for 
volleyball. We hope also to have a horseshoe court and a small stage platform for 
children to produce and perform their own spontaneous plays. 
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The field house at Foss Playground has been repainted and other needed 
renovations are scheduled for the summer of 1976. Landscaping is most needed now 
at the playground. Planting to hide the unsightly things that cannot be removed, and 
a beautification program in that area is planned. 


In the early Fall of 1975, we completed 4 new tennis courts with plexipave sur- 
face. All of the tennis players who have already used the new courts will be glad to 
know that we will have wind screens up on the fence this Spring, as well as lighting 
for all the courts. The Town Tennis Programs will be held in 1976 at these new 
courts. 


Since 1966, I have looked forward to the day when Wolfeboro could boast of a 
playground that could offer sports recreation to many people of varying ages. The 
Guy L. Foss Memorial Playground is the realization of the hopes and plans of many 
people, made possible with the aid of matching funds from the Bureau of Outdoor 
Recreation. I am glad to have had a part in the project. 


I would like to take this opportunity to thank the many people, including other 
Town departments, who have made donations of time, service and moral support to 
this department.

REPORT OF THE 
PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING ASSOCIATION 
1975 


Home Health Care is becoming more important in peoples’ considerations 
because of the cost of hospital and nursing home care. As a result the Public Health 
Nursing Association of Wolfeboro & Vicinity is continuing to grow. The service 
now covers Alton, Brookfield, Effingham, Tuftonboro, Wakefield and Wolfeboro. 


Convalescing or chronically ill patients usually are more at ease and more com- 
fortable in their homes than in a hospital or nursing home. The services we offer 
them are such that they usually can stay in their homes longer. Besides nursing, we 
have a Physio Therapist who helps patients to resume daily activities, especially 
after strokes or serious injuries. 


We are presently working out a contract with Carroll County Health and 
Home Care Services so that in the future we will be able to offer Home Health Aide 
services in addition to the Homemaker Services they are offering. 


The following Nursing and Physio Therapy visits were made in 1975 which 
shows an increase over the number made in 1974:

The Public Health Nursing Association of Wolfeboro & Vicinity held several 
Immunization Clinics and had a very successful Health Screening Program which 
involved checking for symptoms of glaucoma, oral cancer, high blood pressure and 
diabetes and offered counsel on weight problems and dietary habits. The Health 
Fair was very well attended and did so well that Health Fairs will be planned on a 
regular basis. 


It was 
successful, thanks to everyone, and we look forward to another year of providing 
home health care.

The Board of Trustees of the Library with its advisory committee has had as a 
consultant Mr. Emerson Greenaway, formerly with the Philadelphia Public 
Libraries, noted international librarian recommended by Mr. Bill Allen, former 
New Hampshire State Librarian. Mr. John Carter of Carter and Woodruff, 
Architects, Nashua, has planned a functional library allowing for additional expan- 
sion in years to come. The Library will be located on the large lot opposite the 
Episcopal Church where the house formerly owned by the Fullers has been 
demolished. The seating capacity of the library will be thirty-five adults and twenty- 
eight children. The book capacity will be 34,500 adult books and 8,500 children’s 
books. In addition, there will be areas for periodicals, reference materials, art and 
music. Ample parking area will be available. There will be reading caves and exhibi- 
tion areas. Mr. Robert J. Corcoran of Robert J. Corcoran Company, 40 Court 
Street, Boston, Mass., fund raising counsel, will undertake a feasibility survey this 
winter to determine the readiness of this community to give and to work to raise 
funds from private sources for the erection of a new library. 


The Library has been supporting the New Hampshire Right to Read program, 
making books available to camps for the enjoyment of their campers. Still 
flourishing are the programs for the handicapped, “Out Reach’’, and for shut-ins. 
Steadily rising is the annual circulation which for 1975 was 33,163 books.

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LIBBY MUSEUM TRUST 
Annual Report 


The Libby Museum opened its 1975 summer season with a fresh coat of paint 
on the exterior of the building, and new steel doors and a burglar alarm. With a 
slight increase in admission prices and an increase in visitors, the Museum was able 
to make some long-needed improvements. 


Over 3,000 visitors from many different states, France, England, Poland, and 
Bangladesh visited the Museum in the months of July and August. Camp 
memberships were received from Belknap, Wyanoke, and Kehonka, and a group on 
a five day canoe trip from Mead Wilderness Base in Sandwich made a stop at the 
Museum. A generous donation from the Camp Kehonka Service Fund will be used 
to add a wildlife exhibit to the Museum’s collection for next year. 


This summer the town was able to employ an assistant to the Director, through 
the federally-funded CETA Program. With the added help, great improvements 
were made in the appearance of the Museum. Every exhibit that could be opened 
was cleaned, and many of the cases were repainted with bright background colors. 
The dugout canoes from Rust Pond were moved to the center of the Museum, 
becoming the focal point for the display of Indian artifacts from New England. The 
best of Dr. Libby’s exhibits, many bearing dates prior to 1900, were concentrated in 
one area, with an informational display about the founder of the Museum. 
Wolfeboro and Winnipesaukee memorabilia were arranged to show the historical 
development of this area. Highlights of this display are many rare maps of the early 
province of New Hampshire, the state, county, and town. Later acquisitions in the 
field of natural history complement Dr. Libby’s original collection, and were 
supplemented this summer by the loan of a muskrat and an owl. This major 
rearrangement of the collection was carried out by the Director, with the invaluable 
assistance and guidance of David Brooke, the Director of the Currier Gallery of Art 
in Manchester, New Hampshire. 


The collection of paintings and photographs of General James Wolfe, after 
whom Wolfeboro was named, has been catalogued and rehung. Many of the 
documents need to be preserved to prevent further deterioration during the months 
when the Museum is closed. The Wolfe Room was repainted, and two large new 
cases were constructed in that room with much appreciated volunteer and town 
help. A large donation of early American household and farm implements which 
was received after the close of the 1974 season will be housed in that room. Most of 
this collection was catalogued, labeled, and transported to the Museum this 
summer, in preparation for the opening of the exhibit of “Country Living Artifacts” 
at the beginning of next season. 


The Libby Museum entered a float in the Fourth of July parade in Wolfeboro, 
and was awarded second place in the third division, and a beautiful trophy. The 
parade entry seemed to spark some further interest in the Museum; many people 
were inspired to visit the Museum for the first time. 


Through the generous provision of Madeleine Libby Baisley, the floors and 
mahogany doors of the Museum were refinished, in preparation for a fund-raising 
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event at the Museum. A cocktail party was held on the afternoon of August 16, and 
many local and summer residents came to show their support of the Museum and its 
goals. 


A new reception desk was built just inside the front doors of the Museum, look- 
ing out over the lake. A telephone was installed. New brochures were written and 
printed, and several old photographs of lake steamers, and a French map of New 
England were matted and framed. By the close of the season, the Libby Museum 
had begun to assume a new atmosphere. 


I wish to thank the Wolfeboro Garden Club for again providing the lovely 
flowers in the terraced trays at the entrance to the Museum, and especially Eleanor 
Bigelow for her diligent care of the plants. The Granite State News, WASR Radio, 
and Mildred Beach all gave of their time and energy to publicize the Museum, and I 
thank them for their assistance and support. My thanks and appreciation also go to 
all the employees of the Town of Wolfeboro who helped to maintain the Museum in 
many ways. With your help, the Libby Museum will be a new place in 1976. Thank 
you.

The republication of the Parker History of Wolfeboro was well received. Less 
than 100 copies are now available. 


The Society voted $500.00 for the use of the bicentennial committee and paid 
$350.00 to have the Harold Stead house on the Sanbornville Road appraised as a 
possible historic site. 7 


An increasing number of visitors, including school children, and special groups 
go through the Clark House during the summer and by special appointment at other 
times. 


The Clark House is having new floor timbers installed this winter to replace the 
200 year old ones which are no longer sound. It will be in readiness for the larger 
number of visitors anticipated in 1976. The Society is cooperative with the bicenten- 
nial committee in plans to properly celebrate the nation’s 200th anniversary and 
Wolfeboro’s own history which dates back to the day of Governor Wentworth. 


The burglar alarm system was installed in the old schoolhouse this past fall so 
now both buildings are protected. 


Mr. Morrill Brown serves as caretaker and is responsible for the improved 
appearance of the property. 


The Society is grateful for the support of the selectmen in underwriting the ex- 
penses and in maintaining the property.

ANNUAL REPORT 
1975 


The ‘Town Dump Lot” was surveyed and recorded in the Registry of Deeds. A 
survey of the condition and quality of timber on the lot was made by a qualified 
forester. His recommendation to harvest some timber on a selective basis was ap- 
proved by both the Conservation Commission and the Board of Selectmen and the 
timber was cut. 


A variety of interpretive soils maps were delineated and color coded by the 
Lakes Region Planning Commission. These maps are presently being used by both 
the Conservation Commission and Planning Board as aids for the purpose of mak- 
ing sound recommendations for the wise and appropriate use of our natural 
resources. All maps are available for viewing at the Town Hall. 


Although the legality of the Town Dredge and Fill Regulation is in doubt, the 
Conservation Commission continued to exercise its right under state law to review 
each Dredge and Fill Permit and make recommendations to the State Water 
Resources Board. 


The first annual Wolfeboro Conservation Scholarship was awarded to Sylvie 
Walker. Miss Walker, a student at Kingswood Regional High School, attended a 
Conservation Camp operated by the Society For The Protection Of New Hampshire 
Forests. Sylvie reported to the Conservation Commission that her camp experience 
was both enlightening and rewarding. 


Certain amendments to the Wolfeboro Zoning Ordinance were recommended 
and supported by the Conservation Commission. The Wetlands Conservation 
District Amendment sponsored by the Conservation Commission was withdrawn at 
the Public Hearing for further study.

REPORT OF THE 
FOREST FIRE WARDEN 


Upon the recommendation of town selectmen and city councils, the Division of 
Forests and Lands appoints a forest fire warden and several deputy forest fire 
wardens in each town and city every three years. The town or city warden is respon- 
sible for maintaining a force of men and adequate equipment to suppress any wild- 
fire that occurs in his town or city during his term of appointment. The fire warden 
must authorize all open burning when the ground is not covered with snow. No 
open fires can be authorized between 9 a.m. and 5 p.m., unless it is raining, without 
the additional permission of the state district fire chief. 


Any person wishing to kindle an open fire when the ground is not covered with 
snow must first obtain the written permission of the forest fire warden. Camp and 
cooking fires also require the warden’s permission. 


The Division of Forests and Lands, through its Forest Fire Service, assists all 
cities and towns in meeting these requirements by training the warden and deputy 
forces in wildfire suppression tactics, making hand tool suppression equipment 
available at fifty percent of cost, supplying pieces of Federal excess property for use 
as fire attack vehicles and sharing up to fifty percent of the cost of wildfire suppres- 
sion costs. 


Wildfire prevention is also a joint state, city or town program. Smokey Bear is 
available from the Forest Fire Service for local fire prevention programs. Posters 
and Junior Ranger kits are available for distribution by local fire departments upon 
request to the Forest Fire Service. Each forest fire warden is expected to carry ona 
continuous wildfire prevention program within his town or city.

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WOLFEBORO FIRE DEPARTMENT 
CHIEF ENGINEER’S REPORT 


To the Board of Selectmen, Town Manager and the Inhabitants of the Town of 
Wolfeboro: 


I hereby submit my report for the year 1975: 


The Department answered a total of 111 alarms which consisted of 19 box 
alarms, 78 still alarms, 7 engineer calls, 4 brush fires, and 3 false alarms. The types of 
alarms were for 44 structural fires, 11 gas spills, 3 car fires, 7 mutual aid calls, 16 
grass fires, 3 LP gas leaks, 2 dump fires, 1 rescue call, 2 bomb scares, 5 fire in- 
vestigations, 10 electrical fires, 3 false alarms, 3 brush fires, and 1 drill. 


In responding to the calls the department used 1973 man hours of labor, travell- 
ed 1,195 miles, used 9000’ 2'2”’, 6400’ 1'4”’, 3375S’ %” hose, raised 278’ of ladders 
and 11% lbs. dry powder. 


The estimated value of property, where the damage exceeded $100.00 totalled 
$571,000.00 and the estimated loss $173,550.00. Several losses have not been paid at 
this time. 


A section of the floor in the apparatus room sunk approximately 3 inches. This 
has been removed and should be rectified by Spring. 


The sign was erected denoting the various departments. The flag poles were 
also erected. Letters of appreciation were sent to Kingswood High School for the 
sign and to the American Legion for the flags and poles. 


We replaced the solenoid valve connected to the air horns, replaced 500’ of 2% 
inch hose, 4 fire coats, 8 pair of boots, and purchased 2 Regency scanners. This 
following year all firemen should have Plectrons. 


Acquired | Deluge gun for the new truck. 


The members of the department assisted the local schools and hospital with fire 
drills, conducted 14 classes on extinguishers and fire safety. This has paid off, as 2 of 
the fires had been extinguished upon arrival, averting major losses to property. The 
Department inspected fire extinguishers in both the local school and hospital. Con- 
ducted 6 complete building inspections, inspected 30 oil burners, and checked 19 
chimneys for the winter. 


Fourteen members attended the fire school at Gilford Training Center, | 
attended the New England Fire Chief's Conference, and 9 attended the Meadowood 
Training School at Fitzwilliams, New Hampshire. 


The Department held 2 speciai drills combining all companies. 


The department held a fireman’s muster in July which proved to be a success in 
spite of the rain. They are presently planning to hold another in 1976. A muster 
team was formed and participated in musters in New Hampshire and 
Massachusetts. 


I would like to thank the local insurance agents for their cooperation and 
donations to our October Fire Prevention Program. I would also like to thank the 
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Selectmen, Town Manager, and the various Town Departments for the cooperation 
we received from them. 


Guy L. Foss passed away March 31st after a brief illness. He is sorely missed, 
not only by members within this department but by the citizens of this Town which 
he served so faithfully for so many years.

REPORT OF 
MUNICIPAL ELECTRIC DEPARTMENT 
WOLFEBORO, NEW HAMPSHIRE 
1975 ANNUAL REPORT 


During 1975 the Municipal Electric Department continued to improve the dis- 
tribution system. The Department installed spacer cable from Keewaydin Road to 
Lang Pond Road. Several pole lines were replaced in the College Road area and 
Hopewell Road area. Barndoor Island’s distribution system was completed in 1975. 
In order to serve the Sewage Treatment plant with 3 phase power, spacer cable was 
installed from North Main Street to the area. Two major line extensions were com- 
pleted and deposits made by the customers. 


Several lines were trimmed jointly with the New England Telephone Company. 
The Telephone Company requested replacement jointly for a number of poles at 
Hill School Camp, Hopewell Road was rebuilt by the Telephone Company. 


The Department hopes to continue its rebuilding program with pole replace- 
ment at Waumbeck Road and wire replacements in the Pork Hill area, Pleasant 
Valley, and South Main Street. 


Two major outages occurred in 1975. A severe storm on January 26 caused 
numerous power failures due to ice damage. On December 24, the North Main 
Street circuit tripped in bitter cold weather. The trouble was traced to a defective 
breaker switch near the Power Plant. The Department’s crew transferred the line to 
another breaker in order to restore the service until permanent repairs were made. 
The customers should be commended for their understanding. 


The Municipal Electric Department along with other wholesale customers of 
Public Service Company of New Hampshire continued to challenge rate increases. 
The results were successful as no rate increases were made in 1975. However, in 
1976, it is expected that a rate increase will be forthcoming from Public Service. 


The fuel charge in 1975 averaged at $1.13 per month, which added considerably 
to the customer’s bills. 


Two capable employees were hired under the Federal Man-power program, 
called CETA. One was an office worker and the other a line employee. 


The Department continued to contribute to various Town programs. 


Capacitors to improve the power factor and hopefully decrease the cost of 
wholesale power will be installed in 1976. 


The Municipal Electric Department wishes to convey its appreciation to all 
customers and the Town Departments for their cooperation in 1975.

REPORT OF 
CITIZENS STUDY COMMITTEE 


THE STUDY 

The five members of the Citizens Study Committee to study the Municipal Electric 
Department, appointed by the Wolfeboro Board of Selectmen, held twelve meetings 
gathering data for the study which culminates in this report. An interim report was 
submitted on November 1, 1975. 


THE DEPARTMENT 

The study revealed that the Municipal Electric Department is being efficiently 
operated and is a valuable asset to the Town of Wolfeboro and the users of electric 
energy in this community; 
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RATES 
... that electrical rates are as low or lower in Wolfeboro than in those communities 
served by investor-owned utilities; 


GENERATING PLANT 

... that the Wolfeboro Generating Plant should be retained to cut down the peak- 
demand charge from the Public Service Company of New Hampshire, from which 
the Department buys power wholesale, and to serve as an emergency source of 
power in the event of an outage from Public Service Company system. Although the 
present Generating Plant has only about one-half the capacity necessary to supply 
the town, it is in good repair, and is a valuable asset in the event of an emergency; 


DISTRIBUTION SYSTEM 
... that the Distribution System of the Department is in excellent condition, except 
for a few places which are presently being upgraded as is the entire system. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 
The following recommendations are based. upon conditions as they presently exist 
and the data presented to the committee. Therefore... 


It is recommended: 


1. That the Town of Wolfeboro continue to operate and maintain the Municipal 
Department. 


2. That effective use of the Generating Plant be continued for “‘peak saving”’ and 
as a standby and backup facility for emergency use. 


3. That all operations of the Municipal Electric Department be upgraded 
whenever financially possible. 

4. That any surplus funds accrued through the sale of power be re-invested into the 
system for the benefit of the customers rather than going into the general fund. 


5. That better communication be established between the Department and the 
customers — such as an occasional newsletter-bulletin and regular news articles 
in the local press.
